The highest per 
centage of voters who cast their ballots in any State 
was that of West Virginia. where 72 per cent 
voters went to the polis. The next highest was 71 1-3 
per cent. in Indiana. And the worst showing in the 
Union was in South Carolina, where only 6 per cent 
of the qualified electors voted.
